MIDGE COSTANZA: 

HAVE WE LOST THE WHITE HOUSE KEY

“We have many contacts in 
the capital in agencies and de¬ 
partments. The National Gay 
Task Force will continue to 
make progress in changing and 
improving federal policies to 
the benefit of Gay people,” was 
the response from Bruce 
Voeller to the resignation of 
White House presidential aide 
Midge Costanza. Voeller, co¬ 
chair of the NGTF, was 
reached by B.A.R. while he 
was vacationing in New York 
state. Costanza was known as 
the key link between Gays and 
White House and govern¬ 
mental agencies. 

“She gave us great help and 
has been am extraordinary 
friend to women and Gay 
people,” Voeller said of 
Costanza. He said “she: had 
constantly pressured President 
Carter on human rights issues.” 


What about the future with 
Costanza out of the picture? 
Voeller told B.A.R., “She has 
many friends in Washington. I 
am sure she will continue to 
assist us, to avail us of her 
contacts.” 

It is the controversial 
Costanza who had brought the 
NGTF and civil service, federal 
prisons, and immigration offi¬ 
cials together. Many meetings 
have been held in the capital, 
arranged by Costanza and the 
NGTF, that have started to 
produce results in improving 
government policies. There 
has been a relaxation of the 
ban against Gays who attempt 
to enter the U.S. as immi¬ 
grants, a more liberal policy on 
allowing Gay ministers and 
Gay publications into prisons 
and better treatment of Gay 
aliens.

It was Midge Costanza who 
arranged a widely-publicized 
meeting between herself and 
14 Gay activists and their sup¬ 
porters within the White House 
in 1977. This meeting set the 
tone of the continuing relation¬ 
ship between Gays and 
government agencies. 

It was not a secret that other 
Carter aides disapproved of 
Costanza’s advocacy style. 
She recently was moved to a 
basement office after aide 
Hamilton Jordan attempted to 
move her out of the White 
House. She applied to Carter 
himself on that attempt and 
won a partial victory . . . More 
recently, a White House aide 
removed her from a scheduled 
ABC-TV show, “Good 
Morning America,” before she 
could appear. 

The beginning-of-the-end 
may have come with Carter’s 
appointment of Gerald 
Rafshoon as his chief public 
relations advisor. In an attempt 
to bolster Carter’s slippage in 
the opinion polls, Rafshoon 
instituted new controls over 
those who could say what on 
their own. 

“I had to increasingly deal 
with the subject of approach 
rather than that of substance,” 
Costanza complained in her 
resignation statement. She 
added, “I had to spend valu¬ 
able time and energy on dis¬ 
cussions of whether I have 
spoken out too much and what 
my relations are with senior 
staff.” 

In a tribute to the President, 
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Costanza said, “I am disap¬ 
pointed that I will not be able to 
continue working with the 
President. He is my friend and 
will continue to be my friend. 
When he runs for re-election, I 
will support him.” 

Feeling constrained is what 
bothered Costanza most. She 
said, in her resignation, “There 
are those who suggest that I 
should have simply carried out 
our policies and not voiced my 
own opinions and ideas open¬ 
ly. But that was not my style, 
my experience, or my interpre¬ 
tation of how I could best serve 
the President and his constitu¬ 
ents.” 

A White House official said 
that Costanza would be con¬ 
sulted as to a replacement. 

The usually quiet and re¬ 
sponsive activist was asked 
what she would do now. “I 
don’t know,” she replied, “I 
want to think about it.” 

Sheraton Palace 
Discriminating? 

Did the famed San Francisco 
hotel, the Sheraton Palace, 
deny a group the use of its 
facilities when it discovered it 
was homosexual? 

Don Knutson, the director of 
Gay Rights Advocates, charges 
that this is what happened to 
The National Committee for 
Civil Liberties. The attorney 
states that the group had re¬ 
served a room for a meeting at 
the Sheraton but that the reser¬ 
vation was cancelled “when 
they found out we were a Gay 
group. They told us they had 
mistakenly double-booked the 
facilities and would not.be able 
to handle us.” 

Believing that they had been 
discriminated against, the 
Sexual Liberties group then 
attempted to rent the facility 
under another name. It was 
successful. 

A lawsuit has been filed by 
Knutson and his associates 
against the Sheraton Palace 
under the state’s Unruh Act. 
This act bars discrimination in 
housing and public 
accommodations. 

Although its specific guide¬ 
lines (national origin, religion, 
etc.) do not include “sexual 
orientation,” it is believed that 
this test of that provision will 
indicate that homosexuals are 
included in the law’s intent. An 
earlier state Supreme Court 
decision ruled (in a case of a 
male denied access to a shop¬ 
ping center because he had 
long hair) that the Unruh 
guidelines are merely illustra¬ 
tive and not restrictive.

“It’s showtime!” growled the 
surly masculine voice. 

Faint applause. 

The sound level abruptly 
rises by ten decibels; Donna 
Summer coos syncopated 
orgasms, filling the small show¬ 
room with a heavy disco beat.

A young man walks up from 
the audience. He could be 
from anywhere.

His face is intent as he 
masters arousal. He massages 
his crotch through the bikini, 
hardening himself.

Facts About Erotic Films 


The Wall Street Journal recently discussed the erotic 
film business. This is what its research revealed: 

The erotic theater devotee attends more movies per 
year than the average theater goer. He (it usually is a 
male) views 10 to 12 X-rated films a year. 

The adult theater business has grown to the point 
where 780 theaters in the U.S. show “adult” movies 
only. 

While some of the novelty of watching erotic movies 
has fallen off in recent years, a “hit” like DEEP THROAT 
can make millions. THROAT was produced for $25,000 
and has grossed over $25 million to date. 

Unlike general-release movies, almost all erotic movies 
make money. Usually there is a 200% return on the 
investment within 18 months. 

Feature-length porno films, which used to cost 
$10,000 to produce a few years ago, now cost around 
$100,000 to produce. This is why first-run adult houses 
must charge higher admission prices. 

Legal problems in many cities bring about expensive 
trials — thus upping the distribution costs. 

“Cheapies” are still made on grainy 8-millimeter or 16- 
millimeter film and are often illegally duplicated by film 
pirates; however, most feature-length films are 35- 
millimeter and are copyrighted. 
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Hot Truckin’ to excellently lit, 
clear 16 millimeter “home- 
type” movies showing local 
cruising spots. 

The on-screen faces are 
fresh, the bodies lean and tight, 
the sexual enjoyment of the 
actors is obvious. 

Subject matter ranges from 
slight plots with abundant op¬ 
portunity for all kinds of sex, to 
plotless one-reelers of quick 
suck-fuck action. Actor-types 
vary from mature sexual 
athletes, i.e., grownup “AIL 
American Boys,” to the real 
boys, young ones who appear 
to be novices. 

One showman-distributor 
told B.A.R. candidly that the 
audience for “chicken” films 
(featuring the very young) is 
almost nonexistent. 

“It is very minute,” he said, 
adding, “These viewers are 
very specific in what they want, 
and anyone hoping to make 
big bucks from ‘chicken’ films is 
crazy. It’s just not there. ” 

B.A.R. covered the full 
scope of show houses playing 
today. They are clearly divided 
into private membership clubs 
or off-the-street clientele 
theaters. 

A “private membership 
club,” a local erotica expert 
said, “allows for the full 
comfort and safety of the 
patrons. Hecklers, drunks, 
and other undesirables are 
screened out. Our club caters 
to the very personal, private 
fantasies of our members. 


They just want to trip in 
peace.” 

B.A.R. also noted that the 
private clubs are considerably 
more explicit in their live 
shows. They are protected by 
California law that permits 
private sex acts. 

In one theater open to the 
general public, there was more 
jiggling and bopping than 
actual excitement. No amount 
of dance movement could 
conceal the fact that the per¬ 
formers were tense, anxious, 
and clearly not into their own 
arousal. 

In contrast, the show at one 
of the private clubs visited was 
electric and exciting. Once the 
performer was over his initial 
jitters and into his sexuality, he 
concluded his act with some 
audience participation. 

In the dressing room back- 
stage at one private club, a 
performer (we will call him 
Larry Marlon) told us that his 
live performances onstage are 
not boring experiences. He 
said, “You see, I am into 
sexual exhibitionism. That’s 
why 1 am here. When I per¬ 
form, I create something out 
there. I am friendly and make 
people feel comfortable. I’m 
into my body and I am not 
ashamed to show it off. If 
people get off seeing me nude, 
excited, then that’s great.” 

One demand from audi¬ 
ences is not always easy to 
meet. Larry explained, “I nor¬ 
mally get excited easily. I get 


hard quickly and stay hard. 
However, things do get touchy 
at times as I have a difficult time 
bringing the show to a ‘climax’ 
when I’ve worked four nights in 
a row. Any performer will tell 
you that.” 


“That’s more fun and it’s easier 
to get into it that way. Some¬ 
times, however, I refuse to do it 
with a particular performer and 
this means that we do singles 
only and this hurts business.” 


Pleasing audiences is essen¬ 
tial, Larry revealed, “and they 
do tell others if they like the 
show. Through word-of- 
mouth a good show one night 
can produce a bigger audience 
the next night.” 

Is there big money involved 


on the live-sex show. The 
money is good. I have been 
doing it for some time now and 
I make good money for it — 
$30 a show, which lasts 15-20 
minutes. I would be making

While awaiting the end of 
the movie and the beginning of 
the next onstage appearance, 
Larry talked of the future: 
“Right now I am going to 
school. I am studying to get 
my real estate license. Some 
day I hope to be showing 
people buildings instead of my 
nude body.” 

Afterwards, one club mem¬ 
ber was noted as saying, “Well, 
sing-alongs were never like this 
back home. I feel like I got my 
$5.00 worth of action,” he 
added, wiping his face with a 
red bandana handkerchief. 

Both the private clubs and 
porn theaters have “relaxation 
lounges” specifically designed 
to encourage clientele socializ¬ 
ing. One theater had a string of 
cubicles behind the screen, 
while another place featured a 
comfortable TV lounge, com¬ 
plete with cushions and game- 
show reruns. In all places, the 
general ambience was relaxed 
and friendly. The patrons 
seemed comfortable with each 
other. No trenchcoats or Sun¬ 
day newspapers neatly folded 
on their laps. 

The clientele observed 
appeared to represent a cross- 
section of the city’s sizable Gay 
community. Apparently 
voyeurism is not limited by age 
or economic status. Many who 
would not meet under other 
circumstances join together to 
enjoy what the erotic theaters 
and private clubs have to offer.

The Jack Campbell Affair 

The truly unfortunate aspect of Jack Campbell’s arrest 
in San Francisco is not what he or his associates did or did 
not do nor what the police did or did not do — but who 
and what caused the ugly charade.

These words are to be taken as an obituary, for when 
the day of reckoning comes, some of our readers might 
wonder why it was so swift and final.

MASSIVE GAY BOYCOTT 

★ Jack Warner’s column WHAT DO GAYS 
WANT? was the most cogent expression of my own 
feelings (and I’m sure many others) I have yet read. 
Also Harvey Milk’s Gay Day speech (B A R., July 6) 
passionately sums up the political situation with which 
we are being confronted. I must, however, confess to 
an increasing cynicism as far as the effectiveness of 
the methods we as Gay people have been employing 
in obtaining our objectives. 

Let’s face it. We are at war; and in the kind of war 
we are waging and the nature of the society in which 
we are living, there is, of course, one ultimate and 
most effective weapon which would make our point 
clearly and instantly understood. That weapon is the 
boycott. 

I agree with Harvey that a march on Washington 
would be effective media-wise and would serve as an 
excellent means of getting attention, but why not take 
it all one step further? If the Briggs Initiative should 
become law, 1 call on every Gay man and woman 
together with our straight supporters to take part in a 
complete and total boycott and strike of the state of 
California. 

Can you imagine what would happen if for a 
period of three days every Gay person in the state 
refused to open businesses, go to work, make any 
purchase, utilize any service, budge from our homes? 
Can you imagine the effect that such a 
boycott/strike' would have? Needless to say, we 
would all be taken a great deal more seriously, 
especially by the pcftiticians. The most powerful act of 
revolution in our society is to be an individual, and the 
most powerful political act of an individual in our 
society is economic non-participation in that society. 
A statewide or even national strike on every level in 
every area would be the most powerful and effective 
statement any of us could make as individuals and as 
members of the community. 

I urge everyone to give serious thought to suqh a 
strike in November.

GAY RIGHTS OR RIOTS 

★ In Sacramento, the bills that would 
protect Gays from job discrimination have 
been withdrawn. We are told, “The atmo¬ 
sphere is not right. This is not the time.” 
In the political arena, words like “atmo¬ 
sphere” and “time” are euphemisms. 
Statements like these mean that our 
enemies — Briggs, Bryant, etc. — are 
scaring the politicians. 

It is regrettable that the response of a 
number of Gay organizations (eg. the S.F.- 
based Human Rights Foundation) is to 
“educate” the public. Blacks tried that for 
a hundred years and failed. America is a 
racist, bigoted country that loves to push its 
minorities around. 

When the efforts at education, tolerance 
and court suits failed, Blacks turned to civil 
rights activist groups such as CORE. Final¬ 
ly, there were riots. Yes, riots! When 
white America saw its cities burn, things 
started changing fast. 

Gays should remember that the Gay 
Freedom Day we celebrate in June com¬ 
memorates the Stonewall Riot. Things 
started changing fast after that riot, too. 
But that was nine years ago. How far can 
one little riot carry us? I was delighted to 
see someone in the San Francisco parade 
. carrying a sign: “Gay Riots Now.” 

Politicians and the public react not to , 
“education” but to activism. In the 60’s, 
politicians fell over themselves rushing civil 
rights bills through legislative bodies once 
activism had become the Black response. 

Should we fear a “backlash”? There are 
plenty of whites who hate Blacks and 
would love to see them stripped of their 
gains. But they make no real efforts to re¬ 
peal those rights because they’re afraid of 
what Blacks will do. 

Will Gays do less? Will we allow our 
civil liberties to be taken from us? The 
Briggs initiative is just the beginning. If it’s 
okay to fire one group, it will be okay to fire 
anyone. 

If rioting is not your game, civil rights 
activism certainly should be — march, 
protest. Educate the public at your leisure, 
not when your rights are at stake.

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Jack Campbell 
Arrested on 
Complaint from 
Ray Broshears 

One of the most dedicated 
and respected Gay activists in 
the nation was arrested in San 
Francisco July 13 on the felony 
charge of pandering. A “pan- 
derer” is one who solicits clients 
for a prostitute. Jack Campbell 
is the accused. The longtime 
Miami resident and a director 
of the Club Baths chain recent¬ 
ly moved to this city. He rode 
atop an open convertible in the 
June 25 Gay Freedom Day 
Parade. 

Police moved to investigate 
Campbell after (the police 
report states) “a complaint filed 
on Monday, 7-10-78, by the 
Rev. Ray Broshears with Lt. 
Patton of the Patrol Head¬ 
quarters. In the complaint, 
Rev. Broshears alleged that a 
pandering/prostitution opera¬ 
tion was in effect on Lyon St. 
and that this activity involved 
employees of “a male model, 
escort and massage business 
working out of Lyon St.” 

Campbell was the largest 
single financial contributor to 
the recent Gay Freedom Day 
Parade. He was the major 
organizer behind the coalition 
to defeat Anita Bryant’s suc¬ 
cessful repeal effort in Miami. 
The activist is known to be 
financially comfortable and has 
regularly spent a generous part 


of his income in support of Gay 
liberation causes. He publishes 
a Gay magazine, Alive, in 
Florida. Among his many 
achievements was the forma¬ 
tion of the National Gay 
Lobby. 

Why the controversial Bro¬ 
shears filed the complaint has 
not been determined. In his 
“Crusader” newspaper he re¬ 
ported the arrest but made no 
mention of who had filed the 
complaint. 


The police report mentions 
an advertisement in Bay Area

Reporter which had read, 
“Young men. Earn $30 per 
hour as models, masseurs or 
escorts. Call-.” This tele¬ 

phone number was used to 
make a contact and officer 
Michael Puccinelli made an 
appointment to go to Lyon St. 

The 5:30pm appointment 
on July 13 (Thursday) con¬ 
cluded with a conversation 


between Campbell and Pucci¬ 
nelli, according to the report. 
The report states that sex acts 
were discussed and that Camp¬ 
bell said, “Have you ever had 
sex with guys before? . . . Well, 
this is essentially what it is.” 

The reported conversation 
centered on sex acts, with 
Campbell telling the officer, “If 
the guy was such that he didn’t 
turn you on, you wouldn’t 
have to blow him and you cer¬ 
tainly wouldn’t have to fuck 
him. But you would have to let 
him blow you.” 

Puccinelli had a concealed 
microphone on his person with 
three officers evidently listening 
outside the house and possibly 
taping the conversation. They 
entered to take part in the 
arrest after Campbell allegedly 
said, “You get $30 an hour 
from us. There are tips in¬ 
volved, and if someone gives 
you a tip you keep 100% of 
that.” One of the arresting 
officers on the scene was Capt. 
George Eimil of the Vice 
Squad. 

Paul Hardman,'President of 
the Pride Foundation, told 
B.A.R. that Broshears had 
called him a few days before 
the arrest to say that he (Bro¬ 
shears) was going to report an 
alleged prostitution business at 
the Campbell residence to the 
police. Hardman told B.A.R. 
that Broshears also said he was 
going to send teenagers to the 
Club Baths (part of the Club 
chain on Ritch Street) to see if 
they would be admitted ... On 
July 31, Hardman told B.A.R. 


that Capt. Eimil had told him 
that Broshears had also com¬ 
plained about a “glory hole” 
business on Post Street. Eimil 
is alleged to have told Bro¬ 
shears that it is a private club, 
protected under California’s 
private consensual sex law. 

Attorney John Vaisey has 
been retained by Campbell. A 
“not guilty” plea has been 
entered. 

Campbell was not available 
for comment. 

Lies, Distortions 
Charged In 
Seattle Initiative 
Battle 

SEATTLE — Petitioners to 
place an anti-Gay initiative on 
the ballot here have taken to 
the airwaves with radio spots to 
get additional signatures so it 
can qualify the repeal of a Gay 
job and housing rights ordi¬ 
nance on the November ballot. 
Citizens to Retain Fair Employ¬ 
ment (CRFE) has filed charges 
with the state’s Public Dis¬ 
closure Commission contend¬ 
ing that the spots are “in total 
disregard” of fair political prac¬ 
tices. 

Jill Schropp, CRFE cam¬ 
paign manager, accuses the 
anti-Gay Save Our Moral 
Ethics (SOME) group of un¬ 
ethical conduct in its attempt to 
get the necessary 17,000 sig¬ 
natures by August 22. 

One radio spot from SOME 


allegedly uses an American 
Indian who states, “I’m an 
Indian. I was born that way. 
But homosexuality is an act — 
a sexual act — and sexual acts 
don’t belong in the law; they 
belong in the privacy of your 
own home . . . Why should 
homosexuals receive special 
privileged treatment in employ¬ 
ment and housing . . . Sign the 
petition.” 

A second spot announce¬ 
ment distorts what the current 
non-discrimination law does: 
“Did you know that (under this 
ordinance) a Gay can teach 
your child in school and openly 
advocate homosexuality as a 
way of life? That you and your 
children risk being exposed to 
homosexual behavior in parks, 
neighborhood theaters, your 
favorite restaurant, shopping 
malls? That you can be fined 
and put into jail for firing an 
employee for offensive homo¬ 
sexual conduct? . . . Sign the 
petition.” 

Schropp asks that the state 
commission halt the advertise¬ 
ments because they “defame 
the character and seek to ex¬ 
ploit doubts about the morality 
of homosexual citizens through 
the malicious and unfounded 
assertion that homosexual citi¬ 
zens recruit children, implies 
that the current ordinance 
applies to school employees 
when the Seattle City Attorney 
has ruled that it does not, 
asserts that the ordinance 
forces toleration of all homo¬ 
sexual activities and that it dis¬ 
torts the law when it suggests 
that a person could be sent to 
jail for firing a homosexual.

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Community 
Evaluates 
Gay Parade

Can you have a celebration 
among nearly 300,000 
people? Decorations co-chair 
Gilbert Baker asked that ques¬ 
tion at a Gay Freedom Day 
Parade public evaluation 
session July 30. 

Pride Foundation liaison 
Paul Bannon defined the Gay 
Freedom Day Committee 
(GFDC) as “a group of volun¬ 
teers who came together to 
bring off the biggest Gay cele¬ 
bration of the year.” But sever¬ 
al people indirectly asked: 
“Can an event that has grown 
so large retain democracy in its 
planning? Shouldn’t it be run 
like a business?” 

GFDC, saying it had no re¬ 
ports from previous years to 
plan last June’s seventh annual 
San Francisco parade and cele¬ 
bration, decided to file docu¬ 
ments of this year’s logistical 
successes and shortcomings. 
Further hoping that a 1979 
event can benefit from 1978 
experience, GFDC invited 
public input for the evaluation. 

Co-chair Celeste 
Newbrough remarked, “The 
plurality of criticism we are 
hearing today is an indication 
of how open we are . . . Those 
people who participated most 
consistently are those who had 
the most decision-making 
power.” 

There was a consensus that 
committee members were 
dedicated and that the celebra¬ 
tion was a joyous experience. 
In soliciting ideas for improve¬ 


ments, GFDC heard three 
general comments: the 1978 
event (1) slighted ethnic minor¬ 
ities, (2) favored the political 
Left, and (3) needed tighter 
organization. 

The Third World Gay Coali¬ 
tion alleged a lack of sensitivity 
to minorities. By dispersing 
minorities throughout the 
parade rather than concentrat¬ 
ing them, it was said, the 
ethnics became “again invis¬ 
ible.” 

Both Randy Burns of Gay 
American Indians and Rinaldo 
Reyes of the Gay Latino/ 
Latina Alliance said their 
organizations were not con¬ 
tacted to supply speakers at the 
Civic Center rally. A non-Gay 
American Indian woman who 
did speak June 25 misrepre¬ 
sented the Gays in their culture 
according to Burns. 

Said Reyes, “We know that 
the Gay Freedom Day Com¬ 
mittee makes an effort to pro¬ 
vide information to the public. 
But a lot of it goes to the bars; a 
lot of it goes into racist papers 
that we don’t care to read.” 

Spokespersons for the city’s 
two largest Gay newspapers 
defended the committee’s out¬ 
reach efforts. B.A.R. news 
editor George Mendenhall, 
noting a large number of com¬ 
mittee mailings and press re¬ 
leases, concluded, “The 
opportunity to participate was 
fantastic.” Sentinel publisher 
Chuck Morris concurred, “The 
committee bent over 
backwards to get participants.” 

Mike Scott of the Golden 
Gate Business Association 
reported GGBA’s displeasure 
at having its parade unit sepa¬ 
rated, having its Civic Center 
booth dislocated twice, and its 
having been omitted from the 
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stage speeches. “Perhaps 
some members of the commit¬ 
tee resent capitalists and the 
business organizations. All 
speakers seemed left of center 
politically and did not represent 
the Gay community as a 
whole,” said Scott. 

GGBA, which this year 
raised $10,500 at a benefit 
auction, asserted through 
Scott: “Whether the parade is 
necessary or not has become a 
question. Perhaps the Gay 
community has now outlived 
the usefulness of such a mas¬ 
sive demonstration every year. 
We think the money would be 
better spent on something else 
and we have no intentions 
whatsoever of helping raise 
one cent next year.” 

Former finance co-chair 
Jean-Jacques personally con¬ 
tacted 80 Gay businesses. 
Only 35 of them donated — a 
total $4,116 or merchandise — 
or held fundraisers. Jack 
Campbell, the Club Baths 
chain and the Human Rights 
Foundation (formerly Save 
Our Human Rights) each 
donated $1,000. 

Newbrough conceded “a 
series of errors so great as to 
seem conspiratorial” affecting 
GGBA. Rodger Brooks, cele¬ 
bration (rally) co-chair, said 
construction delays made the 
stage program two hours late, 
thus crowding out several 
speakers including GGBA’s. 

Brooks said he was person¬ 
ally disturbed by the Third 
World criticism because the 
committee had felt “committed 
to really showing the diversity 
of our community on the stage 
that day” and later had 
believed “we were quite suc¬ 
cessful in showing our co¬ 
sexuality and multi-racial 
character.” Earnest attempts 
also went forth to portray other 
diversity as well, he said, but 
contacts were often difficult. 

The 1978 event cost 
$28,533.79 — roughly double 
1977 expenses (due largely to 
new salary, insurance and ad¬ 
vertising allotments). The 
committee raised nearly 

$38,000, thus reserving about 
$9,400 for 1979. It began this 
year with an $1,800 debt. 

Paul Hardman, president of 
Pride which channeled the 
$10,000 grant from the city, 
told B.A.R. that any continued 
“intense involvement in poli¬ 
tics” by the committee could 
jeopardize next year’s 

projected $6,500 grant 

(reduced by Proposition 13 
frugality). Pride attorney Larry 
Long said this year’s committee 
was disorganized, lacked 
clearly designated responsibili¬ 
ties, and should set up immedi¬ 
ately a structure for next year. 
Celebration (rally) co-chair 

Suzanne Joyce agreed that 
given tasks — like getting all 
city permits — could be more 
particularly delegated. 

Committee and community 
evaluations coincided on at 
least one point: disappoint¬ 
ment at police traffic control. 
Security co-chairs Glenne 
Mcllhenny and Tom Hart be¬ 
lieved the police department 
had reneged on agreements 
reached prior to celebration 


day about towing cars parked 
along the parade route and re¬ 
directing cross-Market Street 
traffic. 

Because of this community 
evaluation, a 1979 event may 
indeed be more “professional.” 
Because of the input, there 
may be fewer frustrated expec¬ 
tations. However, no one 
argued the point of the com¬ 
mittee’s legal counsel, Walter 
Caplan: “For a raggedy group 
of volunteers with little money, 
we did a phenomenal job.” 

Parade Staff 
Wrap-up 

Hundreds of volunteers worked 
directly on the June 25 celebration and 
parade in San Francisco. They were 
route monitors, medical monitors and a 
variety of clerical assistants, housing 
coordinators, telephone operators, etc. 

Co-chairing the event were Celeste 
Newbrough and Chris Perry. Officials 
included Tom Coughlin, Secretary; 
Norman Olsen, Accountant; and 
Walter Caplan, Legal Counsel. 

Joe Chenowith was in charge of the 
Celebration booths, while Women’s 
Fundraising was organized by Cynthia 
Conroy. The liaison with the Pride 
Foundation was Paul Bannon. Paul 
Hardman was the liaison for the Pride 
Foundation.

Problems 
Plague Gay 
Publications 

BAYTIMES — “a news¬ 
paper by Lesbians & Gay Men” 
— has discontinued publica¬ 
tion after three issues. The bi¬ 
weekly was printed under the 
umbrella of a non-profit corpo¬ 
ration with an equal treatment 
of Lesbian and Gay male 
features and news. It was sold 
(25 cents) but not in male- 
oriented Gay bars and baths, 
nor would it accept advertising 
from such businesses. 

Roland Schembari, Associ¬ 
ate Editor of BAYTIMES, said 
that the publication had not re¬ 
ceived enough cash contribu¬ 
tions or sales income to pro¬ 
duce Issue #4. “BAYTIMES 
has suspended its operation,” 
he explained, “until enough 
funds are raised to continue.” 

SAN FRANCISCO GA¬ 
ZETTE also recently discontin¬ 
ued publication after its Issue 
13. B.A.R. has received tele¬ 
phone calls from former staff 
members of this newspaper 
who allege that they have not 
been paid promised wages. 
GAZETTE was also sold (15 
cents) outside of the male- 
oriented bar and bath scene. 
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COAST-TO-COAST 
TIMES, A Los Angeles bi¬ 
weekly with a small Bay Area 
circulation, has mailed a Press 
Release to other Gay publica¬ 
tions stating that its loss of 
advertising revenue was due to 
the mismanagement of its 
former publisher, Rob Appel. 
COAST-TO-COAST also dis¬ 
cusses Appel’s personal finan¬ 
cial and legal problems in the 
release. COAST-TO-COAST 
originally a San Diego paper, 
tried to fill the void created in 
1977 with the failure of Los 
Angeles’ NEW WEST. Under 
Appel’s direction the paper 
revolutionized its format, went 
to full color, moved to Los 
Angeles, and pushed first for 
statewide then national circula¬ 
tion. The plans were overly 
ambitious, and the ensuing 
financial problems led to 
Appel’s ouster. 

$50 Disclosure 
Challenged by 
ACLU/BACABI 

A suit is being filed against 
the State of California and the 
State Fair Political Practice 
Commission challenging the 
constitutionality of a provision 
of state law that requires a pub¬ 
lic disclosure (name, address, 
business) of anyone donating 
over $50 to a political cam¬ 
paign. The provision was part 
of Prop. 9, a political reform 
act approved by voters after the 
national Watergate scandal. 

Dorothy Erlich, an American 
Civil Liberties Union official, 
told B.A.R. that the ACLU suit 
will document that Gay people 
and others are refusing to make 
political contributions over $50 
for fear that such a disclosure 
under Prop. 9 will cause them 
loss in employment. 

BACABI, the anti-Briggs 
initiative group, has joined in 
the suit because the Briggs 
measure would call for hear¬ 
ings and possible dismissals of 
those who support Gay rights. 
BACABI activists contend that 
some Gays are fearful of mak¬ 
ing large contributions because 
they are then required to be 
public about their political 
opinion of the Briggs measure. 
Other rights groups will join the 
legal action, according to the 
ACLU. 

One “Jane Doe” in the 
action is a California school 
teacher who states that she is 
not making a $50 contribution 
to the anti-Briggs campaign for 
fear of losing her position later. 


ERA: O’Neill 
Could Shelve 
Rights Issue 

House Speaker Thomas 
O’Neill will probably not 
include a consideration of an 
extension of time for the Equal 
Rights Amendment in the rush 
of final legislation before the 
August 18 recess. The United 
Press states that O’Neill is non¬ 
committal, noting that it would 
be premature to set the date for 
a floor debate before the Rules 
Committee acts. When Rules 


will hear the issue is question¬ 
able . . . ERA has already been 
approved by the House Judici¬ 
ary Committee. U.P. reports 
that ERA has a good chance of 
passing. 

The House returns from 
recess on September 6, but 
only the major legislation will 
be considered before the Octo¬ 
ber 7 adjournment for this 
session. U.P. guesses that 
ERA will not be given a “major 
legislation” priority by O’Neill. 

The Senate would have to 
consider ERA after House 
passage. G.O.P. Republican 
leader Howard Baker said that 
he “doubts” that the Senate will 
take the matter up before 
October 7. An encouraging 
note is that Senate Democratic 
leader Robert Byrd wants to in¬ 
clude the issue before adjourn¬ 
ment as “key legislation.” 


The Equal Rights Amend¬ 
ment has been ratified in 35 of 
the required 38 states. ' The 
constitutional measure states, 
“Equality under the laws 
cannot be denied or abridged 
by the United States or any 
other state on account of sex.” 
It would be legislatively impos¬ 
sible to obtain the additional 
three states without an 
extension beyond the March 
22, 1979, deadline set by 
Congress . . . GM 

United 
Anti-Briggs 
Effort Promised 

The leaders of three anti- 
Briggs campaigns have refuted 
an article by W. E. Barnes in 
the San Francisco Examiner 
that said that the opposition to 
the-Prop. 6 measure was dis¬ 


organized. B.A.R. has learned 
that much of the Barnes 
analysis was accurate. The 
organizational effort came after 
the article appeared. 

Paula Lichtenberg and 
Michael Mank, co-chairs of 
BACABI/NO ON 6, joined 
with Don Bradley, Concerned 
Voters of California, and 
Phyllis Lyon, San Franciscans 
Against Prop. 6, in the denial. 

The four activists state that 
their groups “have already 
started to work together on 
projects to avoid duplication 
and to provide mutual assist¬ 
ance where each has special 
expertise.” They promise “co¬ 
operation and coordination” 
and have been meeting as a 
semi-official “steering commit¬ 
tee.” 

“We don’t know if there are 


differences in the Briggs 
camp,” the activists told 
B.A.R.; “if not, it is, perhaps, 
best explained by Briggs’ 
narrow base of support.” This 
was an evident reference to 
Briggs’ continuing use of 
national mailing lists to garner 
funds for his future media cam¬ 
paign rather than a grass-roots 
effort which has not material¬ 
ized in California. 

“For our part,” the Gay 
leaders emphasized, “we are 
prepared to unite, to lay bare 
the real purpose of the Briggs 
campaign.” That purpose, 
they explained to B.A.R. is “to 
provide a smoke screen for an 
attack on the constitutional 
rights of everyone in our 
schools.”

National NGTF Forum 
Discusses Initiatives 


LAGUNA BEACH - A 
small group of Gay leaders 
and representatives attended 
an invitational “rap session” 
over the July 22-23 weekend 
to discuss how the coming 
attempts to repeal Gay rights 
in Seattle, Washington, and 
California can be most effec¬ 
tively resisted. 

The “how to” sessions were 
sponsored by the National 
Gay Task Force. The ex¬ 
penses for some out-of-state 
participants were paid by the 
NGTF which also decided 
who would attend. 

The co-chairs of the New 
York-based NGTF, Bruce 
Voeller and Jean O’Leary, 
were present. 

Two representatives from 
each of the cities where initi¬ 
atives have repealed Gay 
rights attended with repre¬ 
sentatives from the Seattle 
and California campaigns. 

The conversations were 
taped by the NGTF, which is 
formulating a booklet on 
future initiative campaigns 
and how Gay activists might 


produce the most effective re¬ 
sponse. Although the NGTF 
established that the booklet 
was the purpose of the 
gathering, it was apparent 
that representatives from the 
developing Seattle and Cali¬ 
fornia initiative campaigns 
were learning from the ex¬ 
perience. 

Those in attendance in¬ 
cluded Jack Campbell and 
Jim Foster who discussed the 
Miami campaign; Dave 
Mixner and Peter Scott of 
Concerned Voters of Califor¬ 
nia; Charles Brydon, Seattle; 
Kerry Woodward, Minne¬ 
apolis; Carlton Hadden, 
Wichita; and Steve Endean, 
Eugene. 

Endean, visiting in San 
Francisco, told B.A.R. that 
the conference was most 
successful in the comparison 
of campaign strategies and 
tactics of the past and how 
‘ this knowledge can be used in 
future campaigns. He said 
that many activists will 
eagerly await the NGTF 
booklet and commended the 
NGTF for holding the Laguna 
Beach conference. 


Florida Court 
Opens 
Gay Disco 

Police closure of a Gay disco 
at Punta Gorda has been ruled 
as an illegal act by the Florida 
Supreme Court. The court 
also publicly attacked the 
grounds on which Charlotte 
County Judge John Shannon 
had closed the establishment. 

The disco, “Mothers,” was 
the scene of “lewd and 
obscene” activities by Gay 
people according to police alle¬ 
gations. Punta Gorda neigh¬ 
bors, according to a report in 
The Advocate, filed charges 
against the disco management 
contending it was a “public 
nuisance.” 

The establishment was 
closed by authorities and then 
inspected by the city. Alleged - 
faulty electrical wiring was then 
charged, but attorney Joseph 
Cardozo, representing 
“Mothers,” won that case in the 
county court . . . Cardozb 
believes that authorities will 
again attempt to close the 
popular Gay nightclub. 

We Are 
Everywhere! 

“I thought I was the only 
one,” appears to be an out¬ 
grown expression. 

B.A.R. has received word 
that 150 (150!) Gays demon¬ 
strated last month against Anita 
Bryant’s appearance at a 
church in Moose Jaw, 
Saskatchewan. 


Cubans 

“Puritan” About 
Homosexuality 

HAVANA — Strong feelings 
about homosexuality continue 
to predominate in Marxist/ 
Catholic Cuba where hetero¬ 
sexual promiscuity is an 
accepted way of life. 

Carlos Galiano, 25, is a pub¬ 
licist for a Cuban film group 
and writer for the morning 
Havana newspaper Gramma. 
He explained to a San Fran¬ 
cisco Examiner writer, Jeanne 
Miller, that there is a double¬ 
standard in the government’s 
policy toward Gays and 
straights. The explanation was 
part of a series by Miller, based 
on her recent trip to Havana. 

Galiano explained that 
hetero couples may rent motel¬ 
like structures called posadas 
by the hour or by the night for 
romantic purposes. Food and 
drinks are included — at an 
additional cost. Miller reported 
that there were lines of people 
trying to get into these posadas 
on Saturday night. 

Homosexuality does not fare 
as well, Galiano admitted. 
There are no posada rooms for 
same-sex relationships, but he 
said homosexuality is tolerated 
— as long as it is practiced in 
private. Miller also learned that 
there is not one Gay bar in 
Cuba. 

Galiano did not answer 
Miller’s assertion that some 
Gays had been arrested in 
Cuba shortly after the revolu¬ 
tion and served jail terms. He 
did say that the “homosexual 
lifestyle is difficult and often im¬ 
possible” to sustain in Cuba . . . 
Miller added that Gays have no 


privacy and that there are no 
same-sex apartments available. 

“Few that I talked with were 
willing to discuss the issue at 
all,” Miller wrote ... “I saw an 
example of antipathy of 
Cubans toward Gays when an 
avowed homosexual in our 
group tried to buy a drink for a 
young Cuban at our hotel bar. 
The bartender demanded to 
know his room number. The 
bartender then had ‘a hurried 
conference with the maitre d’ 
which resulted in the 
appearance of a security man, 
who followed the two into the 
lobby and made certain that 
they parted there.” 


Danish Lesbian 
Becomes 
Citizen 

Anne-Lise Pinneau, an up¬ 
front Danish Lesbian, has been 
given U.S. citizenship. She 
had been denied citizenship 
status for 25 years. Her second 
appeal involved 17 years of 
hearings in which she was de¬ 
clared “unsuitable” to become 
an official American. Pinneau 
said she is surprised that she 
suddenly received citizenship 
status. 


The National Gay Task 
Force recently announced that 
the U.S. Immigration Service 
was relaxing its long policy of 
barring Gay people from citi¬ 
zenship. This resulted from 
many conferences and com¬ 
munication between NGTF 
and the Immigration Service. 


Lesbian Mothers 
Children 
Identical 

“There is not the slightest 
indication that being raised by a 
Lesbian mother influences a 
child’s sexual orientation,” is a 
conclusion from New York 
State psychiatrist Richard 
Green. 

The statement from Green 
comes from a study he con¬ 
ducted, comparing children of 
Lesbians and those raised in 
other situations. Twenty-one 
children, 5-14, were closely 
observed in the survey. 


Effeminate 

Males 

Denied Rights 

NEW ORLEANS - The 

federal Civil Rights Act of 1964 
does not include protection 
against discrimination against 
effeminate males. This was a 
ruling in the Fifth Circuit Court 
of Appeals here. The decision 
was based on a case in which 
an effeminate male sought fed¬ 
eral protection under the act’s 
classification “sex.” Civil liber¬ 
tarians have been attempting to 
expand the act for some years 
so that it will include homo¬ 
sexuals.

In just about 90 days there 
will be an election in this state 
over the Briggs Initiative, Prop. 
6. That could turn the mood of 
the nation more to the Right or 
more to the Left. It is more 
than just the rights of Gay 
teachers. Every Gay profes¬ 
sional person — every Gay 
person who has any kind of 
license — has to realize that 
they may be next. The list will 
not end. Every effort by every 
Gay person must be made to 
defeat this initiative. 

“I don’t have to worry ... it 
can never happen here in San 
Francisco!” That is a comment 
that I have heard too often 
these past few weeks. Sounds 
like some of the unaware Jews 
talking during the early days of 
Hitler. That attitude itself could 
very well bring about disaster. 
Letting others do the work . . 

do the financing . . . etc., be¬ 
cause it does not affect you 
personally — right now — is 
exactly why the Briggs Initiative 
could pass. 

No one is going to win the 
battle for Gay rights if the Gay 
community does not put its full 
effort into the battle. Yet, a 
vast number of Gays seem to 
think that by talking about how 
bad Briggs is will in itself do the 
battle. By the time the anti- 
Gay ads hit the media and 
mails it will be too late. The 
battle must be fought now, be¬ 
fore the hate campaign starts. 
And sitting home, or in your 
friendly bar, won’t help one bit. 
It will also take money. 

NO BARMITZVAHS 

Gays don’t spend a lot of 
money on their children’s edu¬ 
cation or birthdays. On their 
children’s bar mitzvahs, wed¬ 
dings, confirmations. Gays 
don’t put funds aside in large 
insurance policies or trusts for 
their mates and family. Thus 
the potential is there for Gays 
to contribute more towards a 
political campaign to protect 
themselves than non-Gays 
can. If every Gay person gave 
a small amount, there would be 
enough funds to mount a 
strong fight against Briggs. 
And if every Gay person con¬ 
tributed an amount equal to 
what they would have put into 
a child’s education, clothing, 
food, gifts, etc., if they had 
one, then there would be 
enough money to mount a 
winning campaign. Yet, for 
some reason, Gay people don’t 
seem to understand the need 
to fund this battle. For some 
reason Gay people feel some¬ 
one else will put up the funds 
and volunteer their time. 

THE HATE CAMPAIGN 
STARTED 

Unless there is a rapid 
change in attitudes, unless 
there is a fast awakening of 
consciousness, there will be a 
rude awakening come 
November. I have a copy of 


the first volley against Gays put 
out by the Concerned Chris¬ 
tians. It is not just against Gays 
teaching. It includes the minis¬ 
try, police and fire fighters. It, 
in effect, links Gays and por¬ 
nography as one and the same 
thing. And that is just the be¬ 
ginning. 

Unless the Gay community, 
in total, starts to act now, it will 
be too late. It will not be a cam¬ 
paign that will be won on the 
last days as many “candidate” 
campaigns are. This will take a 
long time to win . . . people 
have to be talked to, on a one- 
to-one basis. And more than 
once. It cannot be done after 
the hate starts to pour out. 

Already here in San Fran¬ 
cisco the signs are for a rotten 
campaign to be waged against 
us. It ain’t pleasant. Please get 
involved. Please give of your 
time and funds. Both are 
badly needed. 

SNOW WHITE & SAFETY 

Snow White made famous 
the concept of “Whistle While 
You Work.” For the past sev¬ 
eral years, the Richard Hark- 
ness Butterfly Brigade has been 
making famous the concept of 
“Carry A Whistle For Your 
Protection.” Several thousand 
ara out there. More are 
needed. The concept has 
spread to Chicago and other 
cities. The “carry a whistle” 
works! 

With the long hot summer 
still here and the Briggs hate 
campaign starting, there could 
well be an increase to the vio¬ 
lence against Gays that already 
exists. The best protection is to 
carry a police whistle. Use it 
only when either under attack 
or when you see another 
person under attack. When 
you hear one being blown you, 
and you, and you, and you, 
respond. With yours and on 
the run. A lot of violence has 
already been abated by the use 
of whistles. A lot of violence 
may well have been abated by 
the simple knowledge that the 
whistle force exists. The cost: 
$1.00! It could very well make 
the difference between a safe 
neighborhood — no matter 
where you live — and a violent 
one. Many stores in the Castro 
Village area carry them. A 
good investment! 

Demos Meet 
on Briggs, 
Aug. 4-5 

Democrats who will be in 
Los Angeles this weekend are 
urged to attend a meeting of 
the Executive Board of the 
California Democratic Party. It 
will be considering resolutions 
calling for the party to openly 
call for a No on 6 (the anti-Gay 
Briggs initiative). 


Resolutions have been pre¬ 
sented by San Francisco activist 
Jim Foster, East Bay BACABI 
and the Stonewall Democratic 
Club of Los Angeles. 

Gerry Parker, chair of the 
statewide Gay Caucus of the 
party, urges B.A.R. readers to 
attend or to contact Los 
Angeles friends and request 
their attendance. 

The Gay Caucus will have a 
dinner in Candy’s Coffee 
Garden, Hyatt House at the 
Airport, at 6:00pm on Friday, 
August 4. There will be a Gay 
Caucus meeting at 10:00pm. 
The Resolution Committee 
meets at 8:30pm. 

U.S. Nurses 
Endorse Gays 

Gay activists in the 
American Nurses’ Association’s 
House of Delegates have ex¬ 
pressed surprise that this 
normally conservative body 
has overwhelmingly endorsed 
Gay rights. At their recent 
Honolulu conference, the dele¬ 
gates adopted a resolution 
calling for equal rights legisla¬ 
tion for all persons “regardless 
of sexual and affectional prefer¬ 
ence.” 

The statement goes further 
in stating that homosexuality is 
not a disease but is a “viable 
and potentially healthy 
lifestyle.”

Television and motion pic¬ 
ture actress Carol Burnette has 
announced her opposition to 
Proposition 6, the anti-Gay 
Briggs initiative. She has 
joined several celebrities in 
giving donations to Gay com¬ 
mittees working against the 
measure.

$2,500.

U.S. Census 
1980 

Recognizes 

Singles 

The U.S. Census Bureau, 
recognizing its over-emphasis 
on the traditional “nuclear 
family,” will record in 1980 
same-sex and “unwed” straight 
relationships. 

Instead of only “married” 


and “other,” it will add another 
category designated as 
“partner, roommate.” A 
bureau official told Gay Com¬ 
munity News that the attempt 
is to “not irritate or scare away” 
people in duo-relationships 
that it wishes to count who may 
not be formally married. 

In the new census, the 
“head of household” will be 
eliminated in favor of the desig¬ 
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nation of that person who owns 
the home or pays the rent. 
That could mean any member 
of the household. 

A census official explained 
that the change in the question¬ 
naire was prompted by the fact 
that there has been a notable 
increase in people who live to¬ 
gether but who are not married 
since the 1970 census.

Open Notebook 


Tell It 

To The Narines

The day after Independence 
Day, the Examiner ran an eye¬ 
catching front-page headline: 
“Gay porn scandal has S.F. 
link.” The story that followed 
told about some Marines at 
Camp Pendleton who had 
“starred” in Gay movies, there¬ 
by bringing down upon their 
handsome heads the wrath of 
Marine Corps brass. After I 
had read a few paragraphs I 
could see that it was the same 
old complaint: Gay men sup¬ 
posedly aren’t macho enough 
to meet military standards. I 
k6pt on reading, however, 
because I’ve learned from 
experience that stories of this 
kind get funnier as they go 
along. Antihomosexuals never 
know when to stop talking. 

The talker in this instance 
was Master Sergeant Donald 
O’Neal, who was assigned by 
the Camp Pendleton Commu¬ 
nity Relations Office to explain 
the nasty business away. 
O’Neal made a statement that’s 
very nearly a masterpiece of 
the genre. According to the 
Examiner account, “O’Neal 
said the Marines who partici¬ 
pated in the homosexual acts 
and movies probably were 
‘young kids from the extreme 
reaches of the Midwest who 
had never been to the big city 
before. I think in many cases 
these kids were the victims.’” 

1 hope that the Marine Corps 
is proud of Sergeant O’Neal 
and will give him some sort of 
medal for valor. It takes cour¬ 
age, 1 think, to say anything as 
asinine as that in public. The 
sergeant was awareT of course, 
that he didn’t have to make 
sense as far as the subject of 
homosexuality is concerned, 
but what about the other impli¬ 
cations of his statement? Let’s 
take a look at them. 

1. As the recruiting posters 
used to put it, “The Marine 
Corps builds men.” And Gay 
men, we’re told, don’t qualify 
as “men” because they’re 
sissies. But notice what Ser¬ 
geant O’Neal is telling the 
world: His “men” are victims 
of these same sissies. These 
“men,” who are supposed to 
protect our country against its 
enemies, can’t even protect 
themselves against male 'per¬ 
sons who are claimed to be 
something less than “men.” If 
this is really so, then maybe it’s 
the sissies we ought to have 
protecting us. 

2. At the same time, Ser¬ 
geant O’Neal doesn’t — in this 
one statement — make any 
claims for Marine manhood. 
Curiously enough, the Marine 
Corps doesn’t seem to be made 
up of men nowadays — it’s 
made up of “young kids.” Not 
just “kids,” notice, but 
“YOUNG kids.” I’m left with 
the impression that the Marine 
Corps is now recruiting in the 
kindergartens and grade 
schools. 


3. This means, naturally, 
that the “kids” are innocent 
and vulnerable. They’re so 
innocent, in fact, that they 
would appear to have been 
raised in incubators. I have a 
little trouble trying to imagine a 
“kid” who has “never been to 
the big city before.” In 1978, 
just how many of these “kids” 
can there be? A dozen or so? 
The same dozen or so who got 
caught making Gay movies? 
But they certainly knew how to 
find their way around in the big 
city, it seems to me — they 
knew exactly where to go to 
find what they were looking 
for. And how does it happen 
that these dozen or so innocent 
“kids” have all ended up in the 
Marine Corps and all at Camp 
Pendleton? 

4. It’s a good thing, never¬ 
theless, that these “kids” 
haven’t been to big cities 
before, because that’s where 
evil lurks, according to Ser¬ 
geant O’Neal. The wicked city 
slicker and the poor but virtu¬ 
ous country boy were once 
stock characters in bad fiction, 
but I’ve long thought that the 
last person to find them plausi¬ 
ble was my Great Aunt Winnie, 
who died in 1932. Is it possible 
that Great Aunt Winnie has 
been reincarnated in Sergeant 
O’Neal? 

5. If so, I begin to under¬ 
stand why Sergeant O’Neal’s 
notions about geography seem 
to be so hopelessly out-of-date. 
I grew up in the Midwest, and 
so did many of my Gay friends, 
and we have been trying to 
figure out just where those 
“extreme reaches” might be. I 
have news for Sergeant 
O’Neal: There isn’t a county in 
any Midwestern state that 
hasn’t produced its quota of 
Gay people. I can even tell 
him about one town of 200 
people that produced a dozen 
or so Gay men all on its own 
and all at the same time. And 
what did most of these Gay 
men do? They went hunting in 
the big cities, just as I suspect 
the sergeant’s so-called “young 
kids” did. 

But the sergeant was playing 
a game, wasn’t he? Nothing of 
what he said is based on reality. 
Almost all Gay men of my gen¬ 
eration were in the military 
services, and some of them 
were in the Marine Corps. My 
point is this: You can’t tell a 
Gay Marine from any other 
kind of Marine, and there isn’t 
any SOUND reason why 
anybody should want to. It’s a 
disgusting shame that any 
branch of the military services 
should waste time and money 
on this kind of meaningless 
witch-hunt. 


Some men have got it and 
some men would like to get it! 
So move it . . . with a B.A.R. 
classified. 


Wilson Riles 
Says NO 
To Briggs 

The head of the state educa¬ 
tional system, Wilson Riles, has 
told B.A.R. that he is vehe¬ 
mently opposed to the anti- 
Gay Briggs Initiative. 

“It is unnecessary, as there 
are already enough laws to 
protect children from any 
abuse, any advances, whether 
they be from heterosexuals or 
homosexuals,” the superin¬ 
tendent explained. 

Riles also stressed that the 
initiative “infringes on the rights 
of teachers and other school 
employees who become 
suspect. The local Board of 
Education is a body that is 
elected for educational pur¬ 
poses, not to serve as judge 
and jury over the lives of 
others. They are not elected to 
fill that responsibility.” 

Vic Biondi, aide to Riles, 
made it clear in an interview 
with B.A.R. that Riles will take 
a public position in opposition 
to the initiative before the 
November election. f 

Provincetown 
Liquor License 
Case Dropped 

PROVINCETOWN - The 

charges that “public sex acts” 
had been performed at the 
Atlantic House bar have been 
dropped in a 2-1 vote of the 
Board of Selectmen. 

The sizable Gay population 
of this Massachusetts city has 
been alarmed over a police raid 
some months ago on Atlantic 
House and the revocation of its 
license shortly thereafter by the 
Selectmen. The State Alco¬ 
holic Beverage Commission 
had suggested a 30-day 
suspension instead'. 

Chair Mary Jo Avellar, who 
voted to continue the revoca¬ 
tion, announced that she will 
“pursue this case to the 
ultimate” but other Selectmen 
decided that the legal expenses 
involved would be too great.

The Yucatan

The Yucatan Peninsula re¬ 
mains one of the most exciting 
and fascinating regions in all of 
Mexico. The dramatic ruins of 
ancient Mayan sites of Chichen 
Itza, Uxmal, Kabah, and other 
less well-known ruins are un¬ 
forgettable. 

The largest city in the Yuca¬ 
tan is Merida, and this charm¬ 
ing city makes a good head¬ 
quarters from which to explore 
the peninsula. Merida is built 
on the site of Tiho, a great 
Mayan city; a pyramid temple 
once stood where the present 
central plaza is now. Very little 
remains in this colonial city to 
remind one what it was before 
the conquistadores and priests 
arrived. However, it has a 
highly reputed Museum of 
Archeology that should not be 
missed. 

I arrived early evening, and 
after settling in and a refreshing 
Margarita, I was ready to ex¬ 
plore the streets. The faces of 
the Merida people are quite dif¬ 
ferent from most of Mexico. 
The Mayan features still resem¬ 
ble the stone carvings we were 
soon to see in the ruins. It 
seems a friendly and open city. 
There are many fine hotels — 
some modern, some Spanish 
colonial. The downtown 
streets are narrow, so exploring 
by car is hard. Much can be 
seen by walking. The architec¬ 
ture is mostly Spanish. The 
founder of the city, Francisco 
de Montejo conquered the 
Mayans, but it is the Mayan 
history and culture that draws 
one here. 

Seventy-five miles east of 
Merida 'is the impressive re¬ 
mains of Chichen Itza. Some 
thirty of its hundreds of build¬ 
ings have been recovered from 
the jungle. Lack of funds have 
held back further restofation. 
Records of this most extensive 
and oft-visited Mayan city date 
its origin to the middle of the 
fifth century. It was inhabited 
for two centuries, deserted for 
fifty years, and then reoccupied 
about 700 A.D. 


The most imposing structure 
is El CastellO, the pyramid 
temple dedicated to Kukulkan, 
as the Mayans called Quetxal- 
coatl. Standing 75 feet high, 
each side of its square base is 
approximately 180 feet long. 
This is actually a second pyra¬ 
mid built upon a smaller origi¬ 
nal pyramid. Features of the 
Mayan rattlesnake abound. 
The mathematic and astrologi¬ 
cal mysteries of the past are 
part of the pyramid which has 
365 steps, and the shadow cast 
by the sun during the .summer 
solstice is the pattern for the 
snake. Climbing the pyramid 
properly is done by undulating 
serpentine fashion, turning to 
right to left, and left to right. At 
the top of the steep stairs is the 
inner temple — which houses a 
remarkable stone statue of a 
jaguar which possibly served as 
a throne for the high priest. 
The red painted stone jaguar 
has inlaid jade discs for spots 
and jade balls for eyes. 

El Caracol, the snail-like 
observatory, attests to the 
Mayan knowledge of astron¬ 
omy. Don’t miss the Sacred 
Well where virgins were sacri¬ 
ficed to the Rain God. 

It can be very hot and sunny 
on the Yucatan peninsula, so 
do be careful visiting the ruins. 

There are several excellent 
hotels and dining rooms near 
Chichen Itza and the other 
Mayan ruins. Club Med has 
just opened a series of Villas 
Arqueologicas which offer 
comfort and culture. One is 
located a five-minute walk from 
the Chichen Itza site; others are 
in front of Uxmal and Coba. 
Offering air conditioned, mod¬ 
erately priced rooms, interna¬ 
tional and Mexican cooking 
prepared by their French chefs, 
and library and audio visual 
facilities; these are not Club 
Med familiar weekly locations 
but villas/hotels established by 
them. Your travel agent can 
help you plan your visit to the 
Yucatan.

RICHMOND - “Homo- 
sexuals” are listed with 
“gamblers, panderers, 
narcotics users, and drunks” as 
the kind of people which cock¬ 
tail lounges in Virginia can 
neither employ nor serve 
drinks to under Virginia law. 
The provision is under Sections 
4-58.10 and 4-37 of the State 
Alcoholic Beverages Act. Vir¬ 
ginia Gays are attempting to 
have “homosexuals” stricken 
from the list. 

The Virginia Coalition for 
Lesbian and Gay Rights Politi¬ 
cal Action Committee has 
started a statewide letter¬ 
writing campaign to convince 
the three members of the ABC 
that the law should be 
changed. The major conten¬ 
tion by the group will be that to 
merely BE a homosexual is not 
a crime and that homosexuals 
are discriminated against mere- 
; ly because of status. They also 
contend that the law prohibits 
freedom of assembly and pro¬ 
hibits employers from consider¬ 
ing only ability in hiring per¬ 
sonnel. 

Eartha Kitt 
Raps Anita 

WASHINGTON - Singer 
Eartha Kitt has spoken out here 
against another singer — Anita 
Bryant. She said Bryant’s cru¬ 
sade “is dangerous to this 
country.” 

Kitt, who recently appeared 
in San Francisco, called a new 
conference and said Bryant 
was an oppressive person. “As 
long as we allow this kind of 
oppression to go on,” she said, 
“we are not fulfilling what this 
country needs. The main issue 
is human rights.”

Methodist Gay 
Minister 
Retained 

NEW YORK CITY - Bish 
op Ralph Ward’s attempt to 
place Rev. Paul Abels on a 
leave of absence has failed. 
The New York Conference of 
the United Methodise Dhurch 
has renewed Abels’ contract for 
another year. The minister 
“came out” in 1977 and 
caused considerable contro¬ 
versy by performing same-sex 
unions. 


Abels states that his 50- 
person congregation at 133 W. 
4th St. here is 50% Gay. He 
says he is relieved that he will 
be allowed to continue his 
ministry — as the first upfront 
Gay minister in the United 
Methodist Church. 

When another local Method¬ 
ist minister came out in 1977, 
he was placed on leave of 
absence. The Rev. C. Eagan 
has now been “retired” by the 
Methodists. 

A straight Methodist minister 
Rev. Ernesto Vasseur of 
Woodbury, Conn., has 
requested a leave of absence 
from his ministry as a protest 
against the Abels 
reappointment. 

Gay Community News re¬ 
ported that the vote for Abels 
was 23 to 15.

Hartford Mayor 
Vetoes 
Gay Rights 

HARTFORD. Conn. - 

Mayor George Athanson went 
out of his way on July 25 to 
veto a city ordinance which 
would have banned discrimina¬ 
tion in city employment and in 
contract compliance based on 
sexual orientation. 

Deputy Mayor Nicolas 
Carbone was willing to sign the 
ordinance into law, but a 
scheduled trip to Greece by the 
mayor was postponed by a 
flight delay. Athanson then 
ordered a carrier to deliver the 
bill, which had passed the 
council 5-2, to hjjn. He then 
vetoed it. 

The council is not expected 
to challenge the veto. One 
member was absent and an¬ 
other abstained. The council 
does not appear to have the 
necessary votes to overcome 
the veto.

BERKELEY - A U S. 

preparatory committee has 
denied popular singer Holly 
Near a seat on the U.S. Cultur¬ 
al Delegation to the coming 
World Youth Festival in 
Havana, Cuba. The reason 
was emphatically stated: she is 
a Lesbian. 

The U.S. delegation will 
have 270 persons — evidently 
all heterosexual if the commit¬ 
tee carried out its plan. Near 
was rejected by a 28-3 vote, 
according to a report by Allen

Young in Gay Community 
News. 

“This is a set-back for unity 
among people struggling 
against oppression,” Near told 
Young. It reaffirmed her belief, 
she added, “that patriarchal 
socialism is not a worthwhile 
goal.” 

In a blast at the political left, 
Near emphasized “this is not 
just an isolated case, as other 
left groups have systematically 
discriminated against Lesbians 
and Gay men.”

Young reported that Near is 
“angry and hurt.” He quoted 
the singer: “Somehow it is 
more understandable to me 
when a right wing organization 
is heterosexist, since they are 
often categorically opposed to 
everything that is progressive 
' and life-giving, but for groups 
who declare they are working 
for socialist revolution to be 
blatantly sexist and discrimina¬ 
tory is unacceptable to me.” 

Jean Flegenheimer, one of 
the three who voted to accept 
Near as a delegate, told Young 
that one committee member 
said, “We don’t want some¬ 
body from a minority like that.” 
And one woman committee 
member said, “We don’t want 
anyone confusing the women’s 
movement with the Lesbian 
movement.” 

Young said that the prepara¬ 
tory committee is a broadbased 
coalition that “was in fact domi¬ 
nated this year by the Commu¬ 
nist Party and its youth group, 
the Young Workers’ Liberation 
League. Both organizations do 
not permit upfront Gays to 
join.” 

Ironically, Near is currently 
working on a new album and 
states that she would not have 
time to attend the proposed 
'Cuban festival. 

Near has appeared in 
several motion pictures and has 
had guest appearances on tele¬ 
vision. Her greatest ‘joy is 
speaking out and singing out 
about the joys and struggles 
that are familiar to women. In 
this capacity she has often 
toured and encouraged other 
artists to become involved in 
social issues.

Mexico to Oregon Walk on Briggs 


by Gene Earl 

Frank Vel, longtime Los 
Angeles Gay activist, stopped 
in Fresno on July 30, midway 
in his walk the length of Cali¬ 
fornia. The weary but deter¬ 
mined Vel is answering 
questions and speaking out 
against Prop. 6, the Briggs 
Initiative to bar Gay school 
employees. 

The 87-day journey began 
at the Mexican border on June 
19. It will conclude at the 
Oregon border on September 9 
in the town of Dorris. 

Vel is deliberately taking an 
inland route in his exhausting 
trip in order to reach voters in 
more conservative areas. He 
believes that his person-to- 
person approach is the kind of 
effort that must be made if the 
initiative is to be defeated. 

Walking from Fresno, Vel 
will be in Modesto on August 9, 
Stockton on August 12, Sacra¬ 
mento on August 15, and 
Weed on September 5. He has 
spoken on 58 radio an.d tele¬ 
vision programs and received 
considerable press coverage 
already, often in newspapers 
that support the Briggs 
initiative. 

Morris Right, a Los Angeles 
Gay activist and founder of the 


Stonewall Democratic Club, 
told B.A.R. that the walk by 
Frank Vel is “in the tradition of 
non-violence exemplified by 
the late Mahatma Gandhi.” 
Praising Vel, Right said, “This 
honest and dedicated person 
has put himself on the line in a 
personal commitment to defeat 
the initiative.” 

Vel is talking with municipal 
government representatives, 
news reporters, and the curious 
among Gay and straight 
onlookers. His message is that 
the initiative is unnecessary, as 
there are already ample laws to 
protect children, that it is finan¬ 
cially burdensome with an 
estimated $75 million cost of 
enforcement anticipated and 
that the initiative violates 
privacy rights. 

Right urges those who wish 
to observe and celebrate the 
conclusion of the walk to be in 
Dorris at the Oregon/Califor¬ 
nia border on September 9 at 
11:00am. He cautions that 
visitors should bring their own 
food and bedding.

High School 
‘Girls’ Back 
Gay Teachers 

SACRAMENTO - The 

annual Girls State, sponsored 
by the American Legion, con¬ 
cluded its annual exercise in 
governmental procedures here 
with a rousing endorsement of 
the rights of Gay teachers. 
The high school students were 
from across the state who are 
elected to attend mock sessions 
of state government. 

The mythical parties, usually 
competitive, both agreed on 
platforms calling for homo¬ 
sexual rights. The Whigs made 
a sweep proclamation calling 
for “no discrimination based on 
sexual preference” while the 
Tories limited their declaration 
to the rights of teachers. 

The Tories statement read, 
“We recognize that a teacher’s 
ability to teach in the classroom 
is not affected by his or her 
sexual preference.” 

In a broader statement, both 
parties called for some conduct 
guidelines for all teachers. The 
Tories urged dismissal of “any 
teacher who promotes his or 
her own sexual attitudes in 
front of students in the class¬ 
room” while the Whigs pro¬ 
claimed, “No person shall use 
his or her position to promote 
personal ideals where they 
might conflict with the moral 
standards of others.” 

The 519 young women of 
Girls State met at California 
State University here.' They 
also called for lowering the 
drinking age to 18, relaxing the 
restrictions on former felons, 
and state-funded abortions 
under limited circumstances.

THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY 
OF QUENTIN CRIST

“You cannot touch me now. 
I am one of the stately homos 
of England.” (Quentin Crist’s 
reply to a group of young boys 
attempting to blackmail him in 
a London park.) 

★ ★ ★ 

In the annals of contempo¬ 
rary Gay pioneer, heroes, 
Britisher, Quentin Crist, 70, 
must be listed in the top ten. 
For the past half century, Crist, 
a self-styled effeminate homo¬ 
sexual, has been doing his own 
thing and mostly suffering the 
slings and arrows of outrage¬ 
ous mainstream bigotry 
because of it. 

THE NAKED CIVIL SERV¬ 
ANT, the internationally ac¬ 
claimed TV film of Crist’s life, is 
an abso-fucking-lute must for 
anyone still wondering about 
the whys of Gay militancy. 
Even straight rednecks have 
paled with compassion at this 
blow-by-blow from life color 
vision of what it often means to 
be openly Gay among homo¬ 
phobics — rejection by parents 
and even fellow Gays, con¬ 
stant insults, assaults, embar¬ 
rassments and beatings on the 


streets, unheeded pleas for 
assistance, police harassment 
and arrests, unicorn loneliness, 
inability to get work, degrading 
psychological labels, blackmail, 
less than third-class citizenship 
and enforced poverty. Crist 
met all of these and more 
head-on when he chose in late 
1920’s London “to live 
according to my nature.” 

The fact that he flamboyant¬ 
ly endured and eventually tri¬ 
umphed is the film’s message, 
a tribute not only to Crist but to 
Gays and people past and 
present everywhere fighting 
just to be themselves. 

John Hurt as Crist is mag¬ 
nificent from the proud Puckish 
tilt of his head to the curl of his 
fingers, the fairy flash in his 
eyes and, especially, the steely 
determination in his soft- 
spoken delivery. Quentin Crist 
himself introduces the film and 
the resemblances between the 
person and the performer are 
uncanny. 

In Gay “negaterminology,” 
Crist would probably be de¬ 
scribed as, “That Nelly Queen! 
She’s a flaming faggot!” It 
would be a correct appraisal of 
Crist’s outward appearance. 
He looked not unlike early 
Greer Garson done up in early 
Marlene Dietrich drag. From 
his coming out until he was 40, 
Crist dyed his hair carroty red 
(at 40, he changed to blue) and 
wore crimson lipstick and nail 
polish, makeup and mascara. 
He was as unobtrusive in 
stodgy shop-keeper London as 


a skyrocket on Good Friday. 

Crist admits, “Exhibitionism is a 
drug. You get hooked.” By 
the end of WW II he had taken 
“massive doses . . . that would 
have killed a beginner.” 

What made Crist special was 
his satisfaction with his male¬ 
ness, his honesty, realistic 
outlook, simplicity, sincerity of 
purpose and sense of humor 
particularly about himself. He 
was determined to be himself 
“for all the world to see” how¬ 
ever he felt himself to be. 

Crist says he never knew 
love and believed it to be a 
myth perpetrated to perpetuate 
heterosexual society. He real¬ 
ized that his own dream of love 
with a “great, dark, real man” 
was futile. He defended his 
compassion for a brutish Irish¬ 
man by saying, “If such a thing 
as love exists, love is never 
closing my hand even to the 
unloveable.” 

Judged “a well-nigh flawless 
production” when it won the 
Prix Italia, THE NAKED CIVIL 
SERVANT juxtaposes Crist’s 
pain with pretty remembrances 
and hilarity. The film begins 
with one of-his favorite 
memories of himself as a very 
young boy dressed up in one of 
his mother’s ball gowns sashay¬ 
ing before a mirror. The title of 
the story comes from Crist’s 
“suitable exhibitionist” job of 
posing for government spon¬ 
sored life drawing classes. 
When asked by a horrified draft 
officer what use he’d be in the 
army, Crist retorted very softly, 
“Well, anyone can get killed.” 
A woman prostitute neighbor 
sometimes brought him her 
excess johns. London’s war¬ 
time blackouts became his 
“playground” when he 
discovered that some 
American soldiers turned on to 
him. Falsely arrested for solicit¬ 
ing, Crist held fast to one of his 
rules for survival. “Never call a 
policeman a liar,” and won his 
case. A remembered night 
with a group of friendly sailors 
in Portsmopth is straight out of 
a Ginger Rogers 40’s techni¬ 
color movie complete with 
twinkling Hollywood stars and 
wisps of romantic fog. That 
favorite night for Crist was 
“without feeling I was in danger 
— nothing sexual — a flirta¬ 
tion — an evening’s entertain¬ 
ment,” something he always 
longed for. 

A 1975 Thames Production, 
THE NAKED CIVIL 
SERVANT has been awarded 
the 1976/77 International 
Emmy drama award and two 
British Film Academy awards. 
John Hurt received the best 
actor award from the British 
Academy of Film and Tele¬ 
vision Arts. Jack Gold earned 
Britain’s Desmond Davis award 
“for outstanding artistic contri¬ 
bution to television.” The film 


was invited to be shown at the 
Cannes Film Festival, a rarity 
for a TV flick. 

In this country the film has 
been aired only in New York, 
Los Angeles and (I’ll be 
damned) Dallas. Wherever it’s 
been seen, THE NAKED 
CIVIL SERVANT has received 


mammoth positive audience 
response. 

Everything about this film is 
peak perfect — the screenplay 
by Philip Mackie, the acting, 
the directing, the photography, 
the period music, costumes 
and sets, everything.

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producer Robert Stigwood 
would be in an advanced state 
of paranoia with the release of 
Sgt. Pepper’s Lonely Hearts 
Club Band before the flop 
sweat of his Grease had 
subsided. A full-length fantasy 
revolving around one of the 
most significant albums in the 
history of rock — without the 
Beatles in starring roles? There 
was certainly an over-exposure 
risk involved in using the Bee 
Gees again so soon after 
Saturday Night Fever, as well 
as selecting heart-throb Peter 
Frampton for the pivotal role of 
Billy Shears? Does it all reek of 
heavy-handed commercialism? 
Of course it does, but it works. 
Sgt. Pepper’s fine line between 
fantasy and reality, and the 
eventual submission of the 
reality into fantasy, are the 
film’s biggest selling points! 

The story-line deals with the 
basic forces of good 
overcoming evil. This contrast 
is illustrated via the pure inno¬ 
cence of Heartland, U.S.A., 
VERSUS THE DECADENCE 
OF Lotus Land. There is also a 
big to-do concerning the flexi¬ 
bility of rock music with 
aesthetic value dominating 
groupie-type rock. All of this is 
conveyed through Beatle songs 
from the “Sgt. Pepper,” 
“Abbey Road,” “Magical 
Mystery Tour” and 
'“Revolveer” albums, along 
with narration (at 20-minute 
intervals) by George Burns, 
Heartland’s mayor. 

All of this is secondary, 
though, to some polished per¬ 
formances. Donald Pleasance 
is an absolute camp as B.D. 
(Big Deal), the mogul of the 
rock world. He is a perfect 
example of old Hollywood try¬ 
ing to assimilate the new breed. 
Pleasance is not a singer, but 
manages to carry off his “I 
Want You” number with 
enough sleaziness that it’s quite 
enjoyable, 

Attractive Paul Nicholas, 
who played Cousin Kevin in 
Ken Russell’s Tommy, is cast 


as Dougie, Billy Shears’ 
money-grubbing, mischievious 
brother. As in Tommy, 
Nicholas conveys that evil 
young man attitude. You can’t 
help but love him. He and 
newcomer Diane Steinberg 
match each other’s charisma in 
the “You Never Give Me Your 
Money” sequence. It is one of 
the major show-stoppers the 
film has to offer. Ms. Steinberg 
could easily replace Donna 
Summer. 

The role of Billy Shears calls 
for innocence personified com¬ 
ing to grips with the sudden 
realization that the world can 
be ruthless. Peter Frampton 
seems to ignore this concept 
and opts for a mannequin-type 
quality. Either director Michael 
Schultz has restrained 
Frampton from doing anything 
with the role, or Frampton 
(being the narcissistic individual 
he is) told Schultz and Stig¬ 
wood what he would and 
would not do. His renditions of 
some of the songs are inade¬ 
quate, and he seems to be in a 
constant drug stupor. Paul 
Nicholas with all his versatility 
would have been an excellent 
choice for this role. Nicholas 
could have added enough 
depth to the character and 
made it his own. But alas, 
Frampton is the teenage heart- 
throb, and commercialism is 
the name of Stigwood’s game. 

As for the Bee Gees, most of 
their renditions are uneven, 
with the exceptions of Barry 
Gibb’s “A Day In The Life,” 
which is the other major show- 
stopper. In reality, it is not the 
brothers Gibb or Frampton 
who make this film enjoyable. 
It is the appearance of guest 
artists like Alice Cooper, Aero- 
smith, Billy Preston (God bless 
him), Steve Martin (doing 
“Maxwell’s Silver Hammer”) 
and the supporting characters 
which make this a significant 
film. 


Visually, it’s very artsy- 
smartsy. The Sgt. Pepper 
jackets and satin pants are 
liable to become fashionable all 
over again. The sound system 
at the Northpoint is by far the 
best in the Bay Area. All in all, 
it’s an enjoyable outing.

Does one ask, “What IS The 
Mystic Knights of the Oingo 
Boingo?” or does one ask, 
“What ARE The Mystic Knights 
of the Oingo Boingo?” Either 
way, the answer is: “It is — or 
they are — not as good as they 
should be but better than they 
appear. They are punk small- 
scale big band, and they sound 
tremendous. But their “outta 
sight” look isn’t far enough out 
of sight. 

Oingo Boingo is a multi- 
media presentation of the 
history of music from Alley 
Oop to Flash Gordon. It has 
music — a nine-piece orchestra 
of 20-odd (some very odd) 
instruments deliciously top- 
heavy with saxophones and 
other horns; it has dancing — 
including a pas de deux be¬ 
tween a drag ballerina and a 
dragon; it has costumes — 
from a gang of gorillas to a 
spectacle of spacepersons; it 
has lights, movies (live and ani¬ 
mated) and lots of stage schtick 
that either never makes sense 
or never matters. It has all 
these things, but all I kept 
seeing was nine superb musi¬ 
cians making asses of them¬ 
selves when they could be one 
of the hottest bands around. 

The music ranged from 
some fine original material by 
the group’s leader, Danny 
Elfman, to greats, near-greats, 
and not-so-greats of the past 
such as MINNIE THE 
MOOCHER, BODY AND 
SOUL, a knockout I CAN’T 
GET STARTED, and YES 
SIR. The vocals by Elfman and 
Miriam Cutler were always 
prime, and the music was al¬ 
ways as hot or as mellow as it 
should be. But, all the other 
nonsense! Hey guys, clean it 
up! 


Throughout the entire 
“extravaganza” of The Mystic 
Knights I kept wishing they’d all 
don tuxedos with a slick 40’s 
cut and just sing and play. I 
would have been glad to sit 
there and listen until dawn.

Film: National 
Lampoon’s 
Animal House 

Some of my readers may be 
surprised (and even, a few of 
. them — the nerds — dis¬ 
mayed) to learn that National 
Lampoon’s ANIMAL HOUSE 
(a Universal picture, directed 
by John Landis) is not a sequel 
to George Orwell’s beloved 
animated children’s classic, 
animal farm. It has nothing to 
do with the revolution or Karl 
Marx, unless it is to sit on his 
face. ANIMAL HOUSE is a 
film utterly without redeeming 
social value, one-sided, crude 
and derisive. It is, in short, the 
funniest campus comedy since 
the Marx Brothers took over 
Huxley College in HORSE- 
FEATHERS, and, hands 
down, the best American 
movie of the year. 


The script, by National 
Lampoon writers Doug 
Kenney and Chris Miller and 
improvisational comedy vet¬ 
eran Harold Ramis, is a hysteri¬ 
cally accurate compendium of 
college life and lore in our time. 
It is farcical to talk about integri¬ 
ty in relation to this bunch, who 
pride themselves on holding 
nothing sacred, but ANIMAL 
HOUSE has an uncompro¬ 
mised, seamless consistency 
that is well-nigh miraculous. 
Handed the extremely tough 
job of translating the Lam¬ 
poon’s comedy style, at one 
subtly sophisticated and brutal¬ 
ly infantile, to the screen, direc¬ 
tor John Landis pulls it off with 
admirable aplomb, adjusting 
the uniformly fine perform¬ 
ances of his young cast to just 
the right pitch of parody, with¬ 
out losing the realistic core that 
separates live action from car¬ 
toons. 

The ANIMAL HOUSE of 
the title is, of course, the Delta

The Delts are a collec¬ 
tion of fuck-ups, geeks, 
troublemakers and weirdos in 
the beady eyes of the more up¬ 
right Greeks of the neighboring 


brown-nose fraternity and of 
Dean Wormer, the apoplectic 
thug who runs Faber College. 
A series of harmless pranks 
(leaving a dead horse in the 
Dean’s office, throwing a de¬ 
bauched Toga Party with the 
dean’s wife and the mayor’s 
daughter among the guests) 


leads to the revocation of the 
Delta’s charter. Are our boys 
going to take this lying down? 
Does the Pope shit in the 
woods? 

John Belushi, who has 
grown in comedic stature — if 
not in girth — during his tenure 
as the most lovable homicidal 
maniac on television’s “Satur¬ 
day Night Live,” turns in the 
comedy performance of the 
decade as Bluto, the pre-verbal 
avatar of the Delts who is not 
about to see “seven years of 
college” go down the drain 
without a fight. This is physical 
humor with a vengeance. As 
the smooth-talking ass-man of 
the Faber campus, Tim Mathe- 
son’s overblown, bogus sinceri¬ 
ty and unflappable cool are 
hilariously right for a part origi¬ 
nally written for Chevy Chase, 
who made the mistake of turn¬ 
ing it down for the tamely con¬ 
ventional FOUL PLAY. Other 
standouts in an exceptionally 
able cast are Joseph Widdoes 
as the bumblingly liberal and 
earnest President of the Deltas 
and the actor (regrettably, I’ve 
forgotten his name) who plays 
the rabid Patton-like student 
commander of the ROTC.

Virginia Woolf will always 
rank as a most controversial 
woman. A contemporary of 
the likes of James Joyce and 
T. S. Eliot, Woolf was a novel¬ 
ist, short story writer, editor, 
publisher and precursor of the 
Feminist Movement. A ROOM 
OF ONE’S OWN and THREE 
GUINEAS are two of her most 
important political feminist 
tracts. She blossomed from the 
elitist intellectual Bloomsbury 
group which heydayed prolific- 
ally in England before and be¬ 
tween the Wars. She has been 
recorded as both a Lesbian and 
a lifelong virgin who was 
mostly happily married to a 
man for 29 years. (? !) Her 
caustic tongue eviscerated 
those she disliked, leading 
playwright Albee to his title 
“Who’s Afraid of. . .” She 
went through black periods of 
madness upon the publication 
of each of her novels worse 
than post-natal depressions. 
As one approached in 1941, 
she left notes, put rocks in her 
jacket pockets and drowned 
herself in a river near her 
home. 

Actress-playwright Sara 
DeWitt gives her own thor¬ 
oughly documented portrayal 
of the driven woman in 
VIRGINIA WOOLF, THE UN¬ 
COMMON LADY FROM 
BLOOMSBURY through 
August at the Showcase/One 
Act Theatre. 

DeWitt resembles Woolf 
somewhat and guts her way 
through the show to the point 
of answering questions from 
the audience in character as 
she believes Woolf would. 

Woolf’s assigned topic for 
the evening is sufficient cause 
for pause — “Women in 
Fiction.” 

From the time the tall, thin, 
uncommon lady strides with 
vigor onto the stage in bright 
blue Mary Jane shoes clashing 
vehemently with her burgundy 
dress and jacket, wearing a 
floppy black straw character 
hat, her hair cut on the bias in 
high 1920’s fashion, one feels 
the presence of a more than 
slightly mad genius. 

DeWitt/Woolf s face to meet 
the faces that she meets barely 
masks an incredible inner pain 
and sorrow as if there’s a 
gaping hole inside her she’s 
longing to fill but knows she 
can’t. Her speech is a musical 
mountain brook torrent of 
satire, hyperbole and allusion, 
sometimes staccato, sometimes 
lyric, punctuated with icey yaps 
of laughter that seem to flash 
from nowhere and vanish. Her 
eyes are those of someone who 
has seen Armageddon and 
knows there’s no escaping. 
When she moves, it’s gracefully 
sudden and directed almost as 
if she’s trying to hurl herself out 
of her encumbering body. 

The audience is awesomely 
silent and mesmerized by this 
different creature. Intellectual 
chuckles are the sporadic trib¬ 



utes to the DeWitt/Woolf barbs 
that test and sometimes topple 
mostly male monolithic greats 
and their polemics. No one is 
spared or sacred except 
Shakespeare. (“If 

Shakespeare had been a 
woman, she would have gone 
mad with frustration.”) 

Not for the faint of brain, 
THE UNCOMMON LADY 
FROM BLOOMSBURY 
champions the cause of the 
artistic intellectual woman.

THE BAPTISM 

An early one-act by LeRoi 
Jones commenting on the 
sexual and religious hypocri¬ 
sies which permeate our soci¬ 
ety. The Homosexual and the 
Minister (played by Charles 
Ross Harding and Rob 


MacIntyre) compete for the 
affections of the Boy (Bob 
Carson). The boy is 
proclaimed the Christ by a 
band of Christian fanatics led 
by the Woman (Meg Brazill).

As he 
travels about in Guate¬ 
mala he reflects, 

Woven all through 
"Game Texts" are ac¬ 
counts of casual sex with 
the young males of the 
countryside. Our guide 
no doubt feels that sex 
can be either a deeply 
moving experience or 
simply the relief of a 
bodily need such as get¬ 
ting a drink of water.

ence behind me. It gives you a chance 
to do a role over and over again in an 
opera workshop situation.

If you 
know what you can get out of it and 
don’t worry about the long bus trips, 
then you benefit. It’s a rigorous exist¬ 
ence. Some people didn’t like it. They 
would stay for about a year and were 
miserable. A lot of the performances 
are in high school cafeterias which they 
nickname ‘cafetoriums.’ But it does 
give you a chance to feel out what’s 
good for you and what isn’t. For in¬ 
stance, I did the four villains in TALES 
OF HOFFMAN at an early age. That’s 
fabulous experience.” 

At the same time, a young singer 
Cannot easily lay claim to the privileges 
of a superstar. “I did a performance in 
Santa Barbara where I was sick with an 
infection. There was no cover, and no 
way of getting out of the performance. 
Mr. Adler had flown down because 
there is a lot of money in Santa 
Barbara. So it was important. Adler 
was supportive and complimented me 
afterwards on having done a good job. 
But there was no announcement that , 
‘Dr. Bartolo is indisposed tonight but 
will sing anyway,’ ” he laughs. “I could 
barely speak for the next few days!” 

After several years he has come to 
depend on his. union as a bargaining 
representative. At first his shyness 
made him hesitant about raising any 
, questions. “When I was with Western 
Opera, I was always worried about 
complaining about something like not 
being paid for rehearsals — that there 
might be repercussions. But it doesn’t 
work that way. You don’t have to get 
nasty about it: all you have to do is 
ask.” 

For the most part, his experiences in 
San Francisco have been rewarding. 
“Mr. Adler is partial to his ‘kids.’ You 
come out of the Merola Program and 
Western Opera with credentials. He 
feels as if he is bringing you along the 
path. That’s a tremendous asset. In 
this town the recognition factor is also 
very high. I topped the list for number 
of performances two out of three 
seasons. My name and picture were in 
the program most nights, even if I was 
only onstage for two minutes. I’m 
often surprised at the number of people 
who know me. I was riding out to the 
beach the other day on the bus and 
someone recognized me! That’s grati¬ 
fying.” 

His shyness creeps through as he 
describes the rehearsals for ADRIANA 
LECOUVRER. “At the first sitting we 
were all lined up: Scotto, Aragall, 
Obratzsova, and ME,” he gasps. 
“Gavazzeni addressed us all with the 
same voice, and every singer there re¬ 
sponded dutifully with ‘Yes, Maestro,\ 
as if we were all back in school again 
taking class.” He is sometimes awed by

the artistry of his colleagues and learns 
a lot by watching. “People like Giorgio 
Tozzi are very sensitive to a director’s 
ideas. Nancy Shade had a lot of hu¬ 
mility. I stand in the back of the house 
upstairs a lot during performances. 
The ushers are amazing. They’re very 
knowledgeable, but boy — do they 
keep score on the singers!” 

At present he feels strong pressure 
from any meeting with management. 
“Whenever they’re interested in you, 
they always ask you to send them your 
reviews. I don’t even like to read my 
reviews. Of course, I do,” he admits, 
“but 1 don’t think they’re a fair basis for 
evaluating a singer. There’s so much 
hype in this business. One trick is to do 
your own translation when you get a 
review in a foreign newspaper. That 
way ‘good’ becomes ‘spectacular.’ I 
know one guy who puts in his resume 
all the roles he would like to do as roles 
he already sings!” 

Davies’ present hopes are to sing a 
great deal of Mozart and avoid the 
heavy baritone roles. “I’d like to do 
Papageno. Maybe in about 15 years 
I’d like to try a short Scarpia, with 
everyone else in the cast six feet tall,” 
he grins.- “But it’s death to start off 
singing the heavy roles. For a while I 
was working with a voice coach whose 
nickname was The Boston Strangler. 
She was convinced I was a full bass. 
She figured that I was young and 
would grow into the bass repertoire. 
She thought you should work hard and 
feel tired after your lessons. I would be 
going home hoarse and thinking to my¬ 
self, Thank God it’s only one hour a 
week.’ It took me a long time to under¬ 
stand why I was having trouble talking. 
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To do heavy work like that at an early 
age — at 23 — is just very wrong for 
the voice. I know several people who 
have come back from Europe with 
damaged vocal cords. One of the 
problems is that when you sign for a 
season in Europe with a small house, 
they throw all kinds of roles at you. 
They tell you there are only 500 seats 
in the house, but you still have to nego¬ 
tiate the notes. It takes its toll.” 

In most situations singers in his vocal 
range receive far less attention than 
sopranos or tenors. “I don’t care about 
being famous, because I really doubt 
that I ever will be. But to be known in 
the business as a good performer is 
something very important to me. I was 
distressed by the amount of hype given 
to Joan Sutherland during the Met’s 
• telecast of DON GIOVANNI. I didn’t 
know who was singing the Don until it 
went on the air and I found out it was 
James Morris. It was billed as ‘The 
Sutherland Giovanni.’ It’s just like that 
recording that’s sold as ‘The Tebaldi 
Schicchi.’ Fernando Corena is Gianni 
Schicchi, and Tebaldi has only one 
aria. But there’s a big picture of her all 
over the album. That’s the kind of 
thing that makes me a bass-baritone 
chauvinist.” 

A frequent performer in Spring 
Opera Theatre, he often finds the 
student matinees the most challenging. 
“I’ve always felt competitive in Spring 
Opera. There’s a feeling of wanting to 
carry your own load. When we did 
VIVA LA MAMMA, we treated re¬ 
hearsals like a battlefield. We all got 
along well, but we kept score on how 
many notes we got from the director. 
If I felt I was getting too much criticism, 
I’d tell the director, ‘Why don’t you give 
HIM something!’ There are some 
directors who feel that if they can get 
away with a certain amount of abuse, 
they’ll go ahead and dish it out. Some¬ 
times you have to fight to hold your 
own ground. With student matinees 
it’s a great chance to grow- Those kids 
are more discerning than the adult 
audiences, especially with comedy. 
When it’s a kiddie show, I can take the 
opportunity to think about my 
technique much more during the per¬ 
formance and be critical of my work. 
Last night I was out there singing and I 
suddenly felt my posture wasn’t right. 
I found myself thinking about a techni¬ 
cal point, which is not the best thing to 
do in front of a large audience. But the 
kids are more responsive. When we 
did FAUST last year, they booed the 
Devil when he came out and took his 









































bow,” he laughs. 


With today’s American singers able 
to hold their ground in the music pro¬ 
fession, Davies is anxious to work 
mostly in the United States. “I’m not 
crazy about going to Europe. The feel¬ 
ing on the East Coast is that the Met is 
sort of a terminal-case. Companies like 
Houston, San Diego, who are employ¬ 
ing young American singers are the 
ones you want to work for. They have 
a future. I’ll probably end up singing at 
the New York City Opera, but I’ve 
heard'such horror stories that I’m a little 
nervous about going there. I like to 
enjoy myself while I earn a living.” 

He is also a strong fan of work-study 
programs for young singers. “I think 
the Affiliate Artists program is a brilliant 
idea. Pam South sang the national 
anthem for the Giants game; Gwen 
Jones sang for the Golden Gloves box¬ 
ing tournament. All these sports 
people who thought they would never 
make it to the opera in their lives sud¬ 
denly finding the opera coming to 
them. Before a game they hear, ‘So- 
and-so, an Affiliate Artist with the San 
Francisco Opera, will sing the Star 
Spangled Banner for us tonight.’ It 
makes it more accessible and also helps 
to broaden the base for financial 
support for the arts. It helps the 
average person — people like my 
father-in-law — to realize that you’re 
human.” 

“We all know the stereotypes of a 
singer being rather artsy-fartsy,” he 
continues. “Nobody ever believed that 
I could support myself and my family 
by singing. I’ve always felt like the 
black sheep of our family because- I 
chose a profession in music rather than 
a steady weekly salary.” 

We had met at a recital by a local 
tenor who was having vocal problems 
that night. John did not flinch or suffer 
through the music while the young 
man sang. “He did some very good 
things musically. I’m much more criti¬ 
cal when I listen to someone in my own 
voice category because I’ve usually 
sung the material. So I tend to hear 
things differently then. Recordings 
don’t do many artists such a big favor, 
either. It’s a false environment,, and 
people are prepared to compare you to 
what they heard on their record. A live 
singer can rarely live up to that in an 
opera house.”

he often wonders who will be coming 
along to replace them. “During the Fall 
season I’m always amazed by the sing¬ 
ers who have had great careers and are 
now just a bit beyond their peak but still 
doing the big roles. Who will take over 
for people like Tozzi or Corena?” he 
asks. 

He is confident in his American 
training and the credentials he holds 
from Western Opera Theatre. “When 
we did that Ponnelle production of 
GIANNI SCHICCHI, the young 
American singers were unhappy with 
the Italians in the cast. We didn’t feel 
they were living up to the standards of 
most Italian singers. There was a lot of 
pushing and shoving in that produc¬ 
tion, and one guy almost threw me off¬ 
stage because I was blocking his light. 
By the end of it, Fedora Barbieri was 
one of the most unpopular singers in 
the opera house.” 

Nevertheless, it’s always an uphill 


battle for recognition and Davies is 
often overshadowed by tenors- and 
sopranos. ,“We did a fund-raiser con¬ 
cert at one of the wineries; Mr. Adler 
introduced the soprano as the next 
Tebaldi. The tenor got introduced as 
the next Corelli. I got introduced as a 
very fine actor with a good voice . . . 
The writing’s on the wall,” he laughs.

High Court Lets 
Sodomy Law 
Stand 

NO. CAROLINA - 
This state's law which 
makes sodomy a crime 
has been allowed to 
stand in a decision by the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 
The high court decided 
not to hear a lower court 
decision which supported 
the state law, thus per¬ 
mitting it to. continue. 
The court made a similar 
"no comment" ruling in 
1976 which allowed a 
state sodomy law to re¬ 
main ' in effect in 
Virginia. 

The court needed 
four votes in order to 
bring about a full hear¬ 
ing, and it could only 
muster two votes for a 
hearing — Justices 
William Brennan and 
Thurgood Marshall. 

The U.S. Supreme 
Court, called the "Nixon" 
court because it is domi¬ 
nated by the lifetime 
appointments of former 
President Richard Nixon, 
has consistently refused 
to hear cases involving 
sexual conduct. Usually 
this has permitted lower 
court decisions favoring 
state sex laws to con¬ 
tinue in effect. 

Recently the court 
surprised with a ruling 
that children were not to 
be considered in deci¬ 
sions involving what is 
considered proper "com¬ 
munity standards" for 
sexual activity.

Seven in a Barn was 

written, directed and 
photographed with extreme 
care by J. Brian, and his exper¬ 
tise is always apparent. The 
movie attained a “classic” 
status by being so much better 
than its contemporaries, and 
despite being at least six years 
old, it does not appear to have 
aged at all. 

Dean Chasson stars, and he 
is a true star. A beautiful, 
though not exaggerated, 
physique, a lustful 
commanding air and a 
personal warmth make one 
warm to him quickly. He has 
set up a sex club fn which the 
loser at a game of poker shall 
be the Slave to the winner’s 
Master. It’s obvious that dark- 
skinned Jerome Sanderson is 
the co-star, and although the 
poker game is realistic and sus¬ 
penseful, no one is surprised 
when he loses to Dean 
Chasson. Despite his youth, 
Dean is a perfectly believable 
Master. He knows what he 
wants and gets it as he orders 
Jerome in various sexual activi¬ 
ties with the club’s members. 
This part is weakened slightly 
by the camera-shyness and 
seeming sexual inexperience of 
a person or two, but it is made 
up for by the frenzy of several 
others as well as the strong 
fantasy element. Who hasn’t

ings deal with life at the 
Ambush and have captured the 
age, dress, friendly ambience 
and activities of many Ambush 
regulars with truth and a lively 
exaggerated sense of color. No 
over-muscular Tom of Finland 
fantasies here; well-drawn por¬ 
traits and atmospheric render¬ 
ings of a night at the Ambush 
grow on the reviewer because 
of their angularity, frankness 
and reality. 

Caricatures of performers — 
two of the Harlettes, Etta 


James, Morgana King, and 
others — comprise another 
group; these show more accu¬ 
racy than insight. An unfortu¬ 
nate picture of Bette Midler 
looks more like a fat Tina 
Turner. A moving sketch of 
Tom Waits, though, success¬ 
fully catches this performer’s 
mood rather than his features. 
Rudolph seems to excel in 
drawings of men; the best 
drawings on display are hidden 
in a corner near the pinball 
machine and have bar patrons 
as their subjects. These com¬ 


bine his deft eye for portraiture 
with the artist’s ability to 
capture mood. The friendly 
Ambush is always worth a visit, 
since it is one of the few bars 
which functions without hype.

SYDNEY - Police here 
arrested 53 and injured many 
more in a riotous attempt to 
halt a march by 2,000 Gay 
demonstrators. The Gay Free¬ 
dom Day celebration on June 
24 was halted when police 
claimed that participants had 
not been issued a marching 
permit. 

Police confiscated the activ¬ 
ists’ public address system at 
Hyde Park as Gays marched 
down the “Gay mile” known as 
Oxford Street. The King’s 
Cross section became riotous 
for hours as Gays attempted to 
rlly and police attempted to halt 
the demonstration. Several 
people were injured as police 
charged into the crowd and 
were met with flying debris. 

Gay Community News an¬ 
nounced that many of those 
arrested were beaten after they 
were arrested. Police brutality 
charges have been lodged by 
the sponsoring Gay groups.
